Notwithitanding of this Diſſertation, Timonius, Pylarif 
nut, and many more Accounts of the Affair that hav 
not come to our Hands; we find them ſo cautious tf 
home, that it was ſome Time thereafter before any 754 
als were made, and theſe by Permiſſion of the Govern 
ment on the Bodies of Perſons dead in Law.
